5». • Of all the personallt'es In the OTS v/ith whom 
KPTTIA must have hod contact, it would so <‘5n likely that his 
cloaost one .must have boon Stmbf b'rlch HlJ^OELHAUhT who was 
Chief of Referat Vl/c/z (ZEI'KLii'I op ration) and at one time, 
v/as reported to be Chief of the whole of Roferats of Vl/c . 
HEI^ORIIIAUPT is a hl^ priority target for LorK*wn and would 
xxndoiubtodly be a rich source foi’ the V:^nd of information we. 
are most recently interest in. He was la it hoard of by London 
as heading for Danelg around, the time of the Cerinon break-up 
In early 1945. A report from Austria states that KENGSUiAUPT 
fled to Switzerland with .KFDIA# and ve also understand from a 
recent arrival hero that this Infonnatibn was glven/lKFilrmally 
some weeks ago in Paris. V/o should like iramed. late verification 
of this nows of IlESlCrELRAl'PT 's presence in Swltzei’land,. and 
believe If he is actually .there, steps should be . taken at dice 
to bring, about his expulsion and arrest.

the Soviet Union) , who was prayalled upon by various persons 
to . entrust the, reprosontatlon, of his commltteo in .
